‘This occured only in the 
months when only small payments had been forthcoming and 
therefore the amount collected seemed inadequate to neces- 
sitate a report. However I did make as many as three reports 
to the treasurer in one month, so that in all, there were twelve 
reports made in the fiscal year, which is all that is required. 
This was partly due to the fact that the 1951 bills were not 
sent out till October due to the late convening of the State 
Legislature and over which I had no control. I have sincerely 
tried in every way to abide by the laws, regulations and de- 
sires as set forth by the Auditor and the State Tax Commission 
and if I have failed to comply with any it is purely uninten- 
tional.

Payments are not being made to the town treasurer month- 
ly which I have also noted in previous years.

REPORT OF THE MARLBORO WATER WORKS 


We respectfully submit to the citizens of the town of 
Marlboro the following report, which gives some of the his- 
torical facts relating to the construction of the town’s water 
system. 


Previous to 1951 the Town of Marlboro, New Hampshire 
had water service only from a system of small wrought iron and 
steel pipes conveying spring water from the hillsides above the 
town. This ‘‘System’’ was formed by the tying together of 
several small private spring water systems served by separate 
springs. No fire protection, except by pumping from the Min- 
newawa river was available. 


Early in 1951 Mr. P. A. Shaw was employed to make pre- 
liminary plans and estimates of costs for a water system capable 
of furnishing both fire protection and domestic water service. 
This system was to replace gradually the spring water sys- 
tem. 
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The Consulting Engineer recommended a supply from a 
vravel-packed well, cement lined cast iron pipe and a storage 
reservoir to provide the large flows required for fire protee- 
tion. 


A public meeting was held and plans for a new water sys- 
tem thoroughly discussed. The Town decided at the Town 
meeting of March 1951 to proceed to build a new water sys- 
tem and to bond the town to supply funds for that purpose. 
Complete cooperation was given the Water Board by the 
Selectmen and it was decided that it was the function of the 
Water Board to carry out the construction plans. 


Mr. Shaw of Manchester, the Consulting Engineer and his 
associate, Mr. C. E. Ferry, were requested to prepare construc- 
tion plans, specifications and bid forms preparatory to get- 
ting bids on the work of building the water system. It was de- 
cided that the town would purchase and furnish to the Con- 
tractor the materials to be used. 


The entire project was in strict complhance with the re- 
quirements of the State Board of Health, and of the New 
Hampshire Board of Fire Underwriters. The project also had 
the full cooperation and advice of Mr. E. H. Hunter, member 
of the Public Utilities Commission. 

The Bonds, provision for their sale, and the Contract 
documents were approved by the town’s attorney, Mr. Philip 
Faulkner, Esq. of Keene, N. H. 

Bonds were sold to the amount of $120,000 to pay for 
the purchase of the old small pipe system from the private 
owners ($20,000) and for the new works ($100,000). 

Bids were received for the construction of the pipe sys- 
tem on July 21, 1951 and the contract awarded to Mr. W. C. 
Ferguson, of Keene, the low bidder. 

The contract for drilling of the gravel-packed well and 
its equipment was awarded to the Layne-New York Company 
who had made the original well investigations. The house over 
the well was built by T. H. Bergeron, the low bidder on this 
work. |

Reservoirs of steel and concrete both were considered. 
The delivery of steel was found to be at a distant and un- 
certain date and it was decided to build a Gunite concrete 
tank. This tank was to be located on Pleasant Street at an 
elevation sufficiently high to give as good pressure as pos- 
sible in the higher parts of town without creating excessive 
pressure on the lower sections. A location giving approxi- 
mately 100 pounds per square inch at the Fire House was de- 
cided upon. 


As soon as materials were on the job, Mr. Ferguson, the 
contractor, began work on the pipe system and carried it 
through to rapid completion. Mr. Ralph A. Pierce was em- 
ployed to inspect the work and his long acquaintance with the 
town and with the old pipe systems proved very valuable. 
After the contract was started the State Highway Depart- 
ment insisted on asphalt resurfacing, even though the existing 
paving was oiled gravel. ‘his caused a considerable increase 
in the cost of the job. 


The new pipe line was completely sterilized, under direct 
supervision of the New Hampshire State Health Department, 
before it was used to carry the domestic water. 

Plans showing the location and size of mains, the con- 
nections to the old system and the location of valves and hy- 
drants are on file with the Water Commission. 


Due to difficulty in getting material on the job, the Re- 
servoir Contractor—the Cement Gun Company of Allentown, 
Pennsylvania was late in getting started. The weather finally 
became so bad that work on the reservoir had to be sus- 
pended until spring. The tank foundation was prepared by 
the Town Highway Road Agent, Orville Wyman. Excessive 
rainfall raised the ground water at the site close to the surface 
which required an excessive amount of preparation and extra 
cost for the foundation. 


The reservoir floor and the inner shell of the walls and 
the roof are in place. The outside coating of Gunite for the 
walls will be placed early in the spring. After testing, the 
reservoir will be backfilled and covered. 
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In spite of increased costs of tank foundation, extra ledge 
excavation and street paving, the cost of the entire job will 
not exceed the estimate and sum borrowed, by more than 
$1,000. 


The Water Commissioners wish to take this opportunity 
to express their appreciation to the citizens of the Town for 
their cooperation, and for their apparent understanding of 
conditions which existed during the construction period. 


The Commission also wishes to express appreciation for 
the Town to those people who gave their permission to install 
hydrants on their property.

The library has been open 102 days. Circulation of books 
was 7,567. Of this number 289 were juvenile non-fiction; 776 
adult non-fiction; 3,583 juvenile fiction; 2,919 adult fiction. 
Circulation of magazines was 2,799 besides those used at the 
reading table. 


235 new books have been added. This number does not 
include the pocket editions and some other books not cataloged.

We have enjoyed a brisk exchange of pocket editions, all of 
which have been given. 30 juvenile books were borrowed 
from the state library in the summer.

A few 
state library books have been borrowed on individual request 
and Ruth Hemenway has been very generous to lend her 
books.

Annual Report of Marlboro Town Nurse

During the past year a total of 835 calls were made or an 
inerease of 130 calls over last year’s total. Of these 469 were 
$1.00 calls, 228 were 50 cent calls and 98 were free ealls. 26 
other calls were at $1.50 each and 2 at $1.20 each. These last 
two cases included, ‘‘sitting’’ as temporary relief to the regular 
nurse of a patient too ill to be left alone, and care of a mother 
and new born baby. 


We had two home deliveries; one in May, the other in 
November. One blood transfusion was given in the patient’s 
home and attended by the nurse. 


17 trips were made with patients to Keene to the hospital, 
or doctor or dentists’ offices and 7 trips were made with 
patients to the doctor’s office in Troy. 


Approximately $577.53 was collected, leaving a total of 
$49.35 uncollected. 


Early in the year calls were made with Dr. McIntire for 
physical exams of the Sullivan, East Sullivan, Nelson, and 
Harrisville schools. 


I should like to call to your attention that we have re- 
ceived notices of termination of the nursing services offered 
to policy holders of both Metropolitan Life Ins. Co. and John 
Hancock Life Ins. Co. Effective date is June 30, 19538. Many 
families will be sorry to see this service terminated. 


I shall take this opportunity to thank you all for your 
generous contributions of clothing since our cold weather in- 
cident in the elementary school, and to remind you that many 
times your child’s outgrown clothes are a God send to some 
less fortunate child. Especially warm outside clothes, ski pants 
and jackets, mittens and foot wear. 
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Thank you all for the splended spirit and cooperation you 


have given me both in the district work and in our school.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The educational program in the Marlboro school has been 
strengthened materially during the past year by the addition 
of a regular program of instruction in home economies, fine 
art, and high school shop. While the three R’s are still the 
basis of any good program of public education; in the world 
of today this must be supplemented by sound training in social 
studies, science and practical arts. 


The day has passed too, when our high school can offer 
only a college preparatory course, for today 20% of the pupils 
20 to college but 80% enter non-college fields. Marlboro High 
School now sends a larger percent of its pupils to college than 
any of the small schools in this area but still cannot afford to 
neglect to train those pupils who do not intend to go to college. 
In moving toward this latter objective, we have purchased ad- 
ditional equipment for the commercial department, for home 
economies and for shop. 


There are still many unsolved educational problems in 
Marlboro. Despite an $8,000 inerease in state aid, the local 
school assessment continues to rise. ‘This is not too remarkable 
when it is realized that the cost of textbooks have advanced 
95% in the past few years and other school items have in- 
ereased in proportion. The school building is old and needs 
an average yearly expenditure of several thousand dollars to 
keep it in repair and gradually improve its condition, An ad- 
ditional classroom would be of real value at the present time 
and extra space is needed for shop expansion, and a school 
lhbrary. The time may not be too far distant when increased 
enrollment will make a building program absolutely necessary. 


Several solutions suggest themselves to the problem of in- 
adequate school housing facilities. Our high school pupils could 
all attend school in Keene at an annual cost of about $24,000; 
We could build an addition or consider a cooperative high 
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school. At the present time, a committee of local citizens is 
working with other town groups to study the question of a 
consolidated high school in this area. This study is incomplete 
and will take at least another year to develop the facts needed. 


The salaries of Marlboro teachers have increased satis- 
factorily in the past few years but we still find ourselves some- 
what below the state average for communities of this size and 
wealth. Efforts should be continued to meet the state average 
if we are to be able to hold good teachers in the community. A 
vood teaching staff is the foundation of a good school system 
and Marlboro is fortunate to have been able to retain good 
teachers and attract desirable new teachers. 


The future suggests that we continue to work for increased 
state support for schools; this state is now last among the 48 
states in supporting its schools from the state level. At the 
same time, every effort must be made to improve our own loeal 
schools to the best of our ability.

REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


I herein submit my report concerning the elementary mu- 
sic program in the school. The aim of the music program is to 
develop a love and appreciation of good music and the desire 
to participate spontaneously in group work, both vocal and 
instrumental. A comprehensive course is given, starting with 
rote singing in the first grade and covering the prescribed 
fundamentals in each grade through the eighth, An opportun- 
ity is given for each pupil to play in a rhythm band in the 
lower grades and in a tonette band in the intermediate grades. 
Folk dancing also is part of the music program as well as is 
music appreciation. 


An operetta was presented at the Town Hall which in- 
cluded the pupils from grades 1 to 6, at which there was a large 
and appreciative audience. The fifth grade presented a half 
hour of music at one of the meetings of the Parent-Teacher 
association. Programs of this type are planned for future 
dates during the present school year. 

The pupils are enthusiastic and appreciative of all phases 
of the music program. I find the record library available in the 
Union office, to be of real benefit to the pupils of the schools.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF MARLBORO SCHOOLS 


Mr. Charles L. Bowlby, Superintendent of Schools, 
Marlboro, New Hampshire. 


I am submitting herewith my ninth annual report as Prin- 
cipal of the Marlboro schools. 


ENROLLMENT 


School opened in September with an enrollment of 298 
pupils in grades 1-12. This was an increase of a few pupils 
over the figures for September 1950. I am including a table 
to show the enrollment by grade and sex in the junior and 
senior high school. It shows a total of 115 pupils which is ex- 
actly the same as on opening day the year before. Since Sep- 
tember two pupils have left school and three additional ones 
have enrolled.

I am in close touch with all the pupils and I do not foresee 


any reasons for loss of pupils during the rest of the year. 


SCHOLARSHIP AND ATTENDANCE 
The mental ability of our pupils compares favorably with 
that of pupils everywhere with very few possessing an I. Q. 
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below 100. This would indicate that scholarship should be good. 
It appears that most of the pupils are working close to their 
capacity while a few could do better with more home study. 
The work of the school is definitely set up so that all pupils 
should be doing some studying outside of school hours. 


The attendance has been good with our record still above 
the state average. All questionable absence is chargeable to 
a very few pupils. In two or three instances the attitude of the 
home is poor. All pupils are required to bring an excuse for 
absence upon their return to school, This is standard procedure 
in good school systems and serves as a protection to the pupil. 
Most parents seem to appreciate our efforts to protect their 
children and cooperate cheerfully. 


STAFE' 

We are still fortunate in having retained so many of our 
capable and experienced teachers and to have added other 
well qualified persons. Mr. Achille Joyal who replaced Miss 
Emond has had considerable experience in school work and 
is teaching all subjects which she had been assigned. Work 
in the elementary grades is progressing well. Miss Patricia 
Lee in grade five asd Mr. Jerome Rogers in grade six have 
both shown that they are well trained and are carrying on the 
work effectively. I believe that our teachers are doing an ex- 
cellent job in carrying out an educational program which satis- 
factorily adjusts our more or less traditional pattern toward 
some of the more modern trends. All of our teachers have 
taken some steps to improve their work by taking summer 
courses or extension work recently. 


EXTENSION OF PROGRAM 
The attempt which we made this year to broaden our offer- 
ings has worked out well. Mr. Nash had proven his ability 
to us last year in his work with junior high and the new 
course in high school shop with an enrollment of ten boys 
has tended to meet the needs of these pupils. 


Miss Hazel Stone has made a good start with our first 
group of girls in high school home economies and is offering 
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a unit in clothing. This class like the shop class is composed 
of ninth and tenth grade pupils. I hope that ‘more time will be 
available next year from Miss Stone and Mr, Nash so that 
more of this type of work can be offered. 


The newly instituted art program is being capably directed 
by Mrs. Rose Land. Our pupils have come to see art in a dif- 
ferent light and are doing some fine creative work when we 
consider that this is an entirely new field for them. Many of 
them have discovered ability which they did not realize they 
possessed. This program will be continued on substantially the 
same basis. 


The experimental work which we conducted in remedial 
reading last spring proved to be worthwhile and I hope that 
present plans to have a more completely organized program 
next year can be carried out. This problem of reading dif- 
ficulty is not confined to the Marlboro schools but is one of 
the big problems in education today everywhere. 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 
Our usual number of social, musical and dramatic events 
have been conducted by the respective groups. The high school 
chorus and the orchestra have made several appearances and 
successful operettas have been staged by both the elementary 
and secondary groups. The annual senior play was success- 
fully staged in November. 


Several projects for raising class funds have been carried 
on, always with the approval of the school and under the di- 
rection of class advisors. 

Our attempts to get a library started have finally borne 
fruit and we now have about two hundred volumes. These 
books are being widely read by the pupils. The PTA °con- 
tributed toward the purchase of some of these and some have 
been donated in addition to those purchased from school funds.

The lunch program didn’t start the second week of 
school as it has in the past years for the lunch room was un- 
dergoing minor repairs. he plan was to level the floor and 
lay tile, paint the ceiling and walls, build several small cup- 
boards and put a petition up between the kitchen area and 
dining room. Because of exhausted funds we were unable to 
build cupboards or the petition but the idea is being kept in 
mind for another year. Such a plan would leave the dining 
room free for other activities or classes before and after the 
noon hour. 

We say thanks again to Mr. Bowlby and Mr. Gordon who 
so generously gave their time to help paint the lunch room 
and lay the tile. It is their undying interest and enthusiasm 
that has made the program a growing success. 


We were able to purchase a much needed mixer which has 
saved us much time and enables us to serve better meals at the 
usual low cost. Five dozen plastic plates were bought to re- 
place broken earthen plates of last year. The apple boxes were 
sold this fall and the money was used to buy two dozen soup 
bowls which match the new plates. It is hoped to be able to 
complete the set by the end ot the year. 


It has been suggested by our state supervisor of school 
lunches that we consider buying a commercial type gas range 
and a three compartment sink for another year. 


The Art Department has been most cooperative in decorat- 
ing our room for the holidays. They also are giving thought to 
painting place mats on the tables with interesting rhymes and 
designs on each. This we believe would help the seating problem.

The program has received from the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture since September the following foods: 
Canned peas, canned green cut beans, concentrated orange 
Juice, peanut butter, dry navy beans, dry egg powder, dry milk 
powder, canned sour cherries, canned peaches, canned tomatoes, 
honey, dried prunes, American cheese, fresh apples and tomato 
puree, to a total value of $800. 


Having to open the program to the High School we found 
it necessary to employ another full time worker, preferably a 
cook. Thus making it possible for me to relieve Mr. Gordon of 
the bookkeeping for the program. Mrs. Charles Porter is do- 
ing a fine job. We’re happy to have her with us.

4. To see if the Town will raise a sum of money for re- 
pairs, water storage, equipment, supplies and other expenses of 
the Fire Department. 


.. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for Elec- 
tric Lights. 


6. To see if the Town will raise the sum of $1,800.00 to aid 
the Community Nursing Association or act in any manner re- 
lating thereto. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for 
Memorial Day. 


8: To see what sum of money the Town will vote for the 
purchase of tar for highways or act in any manner relating 
thereto. 

To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid on 
Class V roads, raise and appropriate the sum of $484.16, the 
State to give $3,227.75.
